nethods. The bunion is frequency 
associated with the accumulation 
of fluid in the joint lying at die 
oase of the big toe. This fluid can 
be removed by a needle in some 
cases. A cut can be made which 
will allow the fluid to drain off and 
the swelling to decrease. 
Finally, there is an operation, 


which is necessary in bad cases, 
called a bursectomy. This involves 
the removal of some of the excess 
bone and soft tissue which go to 
make up the bunion. The foot and 
toes are then visually placed in a 
plaster of paris cast which holds 
them in the correct position until 
the wound made by the operation 
has had a chance to heal. 
It is, of course, far better to pre- 


vent bunions than to engage in the 
long and costly process of trying 
to correct them.
